Washington, March 8.—The Santo Do- 
mingo treaty was practically perfected 
today by the senate committee on foreign 
relations, so far as phraseology is con- 
cerned and without regard to the princi- 
ples involved in the procedure proposed 
by the convention, 

The committee progressed so far that it 
Was agreed to take a yote on the treaty 
tomorrow to determine whether the re- 
port will be in favor of ratification or re- 
jection. What that report will be cannot 
be determined positively, aithough it is 


' believed it will be favorable. 


The democrats on the committee have 
expressed themselves as against’ the 
treaty fundamentally, although they tvok 
an active part in the presentation and 
adoption of amendments. It is expected 
that most of the republican senators will 
vote to report the treaty as amended.

ON ITS APPEAL 


Tragedy Outgrowth of White- 
capper: Regime in 
Mississippi. 


Jackson, Miss., March 8.—(Special.)— 
.An echo of the celebrated Lincoln county 
whitecapper cases was heard in the su- 
preme court this afternoon when argu- 
-ments were delivered in the case of 
David Posey v. State, convicted at the 
circuit court session last November of 
mansiaughter and given a (fifty-year 
sentence in the penitentiary. 

Posey shot and killed a negro named 
Bern Bayliss. He claims that the negro 
was stealing corn from his crib when 
the fatal shot was fired, but the prosecu- 
tion convinced the jury that the affair 
was a direct outgrowth of the white- 
capper regime, and Posey entered a plea 
of guilty rather than risk the chances 
of being given a death sentence. 

The most important phase of the case 
is the action of the attorney for the de- 
fense, Hon, H. Cassedy, Jr., of Brook- 
haven, in attacking the legality of the 
organization of the Lincoln county cir- 
cuit court term at which the whitecap- 
per cases were tried. Numerous tech- 
nical errors are set forth, chief among 
them being the. contention that. the 
court erred in allowing members of the 
Lincoln County Law and Order League, 
who had ben active in collecting evidence 
for the prosecution, to serve on the 
grand jury. Numerous other grounds are 
‘+ glso set forth, and the supreme court 
decision promises to be a highly inter- 
esting one, owing to the great publicity 
that has. been attracted by the white- 
capper cases.

1903, I assumed charge of Grady hos- 
pital training school for nurses, and 
also superintendent of Grady hospital | 
nurses.

October, 1903, I have labored hard to'! 
clean the hospital building : 
to basement, and a fire, occurring in| 
the fall of 1903, added much to my la- 
bor. In other words, I save worked 
exceedingly hard to put in good order 
and maintain a respectable physical con- 
dition of the building and equipment. 

“But I have on my heart:all the bur- 
dens hard to bear growing out of dis-| 
order and confusion. Coming directly | 
from Bellevue hospital, New York city, | 
after eight years’ service in that institu- 
tion, I flattered myself that I could show | 
capacity and win success. I came with 
the indorsement of a number of the best 
physicians of New York. I have en-| 
deavored to organize, systematize and 
gently but firmly discipline the nurses of | 
Grady hospital. In this effort I have | 
found difficulties that should not exist in | 
a well-reguiated hospital, and I have 
persisted in my efort, entertaining the | 
hope that at no distant day I would 
realize the reward of a faithful servant.

S NOW AMENDED 


Railroads Must Give Notice to 
the Consignor,

This Applies to all Rejected Ship- 
ments and Time Limit is Fixed.

If a consignee fails or refuses to re- | 
move goods from any railroad depot or'| 
ware house, the railroad must give no- 
tice to the consignor of such failure 
within six days after the expiration of | 
free time, according to a new rule which | 
was adopteg yesterday by the railroad | 
commission, 

Under the present rules or those which | 
the railroads have. 
not been required to give the consignor 
any notice at all of rejected shipments, | 
and demurrage has thus been allowed 
to accumulate at the rate of | cent per 
hundred pounds a day, or $I per car 
load, as the case may be. 

The Atlanta Freight Bureau applied to 
the commission for a change in rule 6, 
which covers this point, so as to protect 
shippers against demurrage charges on 
goods rejected or which consignees fail 
to remove within the three days’ free 
time allowed.
